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Ben Nevis is the king of Scottish mountains, and the 
loftiest in Great Britain. It rises to the height of 4,410 feet 
and is 24 miles in circumference at the base. On the 
1 summit is situated the highest observatory in the British 
Isles. The peak of Ben Nevis is invariably snow-capped 
and frequently obscured by clouds. 
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
